Nuenberg, Oct. 20. — (UP) — 
Fourteen formed directors of the 
Nazi "race and settlement office," 
including one woman, went on trial 
today charged with kidnaping for- 
eign children to. strengthen the Ger- 
man nation. 
Brig. Gen. Telford Taylor, chief 
American prosecutor, accused the 
defendants of "kidnaping children 
of foreign nations in order to se- 
lect for Germanization those of 
racial value." 
Prosecutors .said the purpose of 


the "race "and settlement office, 
was the weakening' and 
eventual 
destruction of other nations while 
at the same time strenthening Ger- 
many a their expense, eritoori- 
ally and biologically to achieve 
German 
domination,' 
first 
of 
Europe and finally of the world." 
Among the victims of the 
Nazi 


kidnaping program were children 
of Lidice, Czechoslovakia, the town 
which was destroyed in June, 1942, 
in retaliation for .the murder of 
Reinhard Heydrich, 
the 
Gestapo 
chief in Czechoslovakia. 
Prosecutors reai a description of 
the destruction, of' Lidice, arguing 
that the men were killed ruthlessly 
and the women and children herded 
together in a school building. 
Nine of the children considered 


"for Germanization" were 
trans- 
ferred to German 
foster 
homes, 
Their names were changed and 
the- were indoctrinated with Nazi 
theory. All of them were found liv- 
ing in German homes 
and have 
been

Czechoslovakia. Six of them gave 
affidavits to the prosecution which 
will be offered as evidence during 
the trial. Inge Viermatz, the wom- 
an defendant, is charged with "spe- 
cial narticipation" in the kidnap- 
ing program.

Fourteen formed directors of the 
Nazi "race and settlement office," 
including one woman, went on trial 
today charged with kidnaping for- 
eign children to. strengthen the Ger- 
man nation. 
Brig. Gen. Telford Taylor, chief 
American prosecutor, accused the 
defendants of "kidnaping children 
of foreign nations in order to se- 
lect for Germanization those of 
racial value." 
Prosecutors .said the purpose of 


the "race "and settlement office, 
was the weakening' and 
eventual 
destruction of other nations while 
at the same time strenthening Ger- 
many a their expense, eritoori- 
ally and biologically to achieve 
German 
domination,' 
first 
of 
Europe and finally of the world." 
Among the victims of the 
Nazi 


kidnaping program were children 
of Lidice, Czechoslovakia, the town 
which was destroyed in June, 1942, 
in retaliation for .the murder of 
Reinhard Heydrich, 
the 
Gestapo 
chief in Czechoslovakia. 
Prosecutors reai a description of 
the destruction, of' Lidice, arguing 
that the men were killed ruthlessly 
and the women and children herded 
together in a school building. 
Nine of the children considered 


"for Germanization" were 
trans- 
ferred to German 
foster 
homes, 
Their names were changed and 
the- were indoctrinated with Nazi 
theory. All of them were found liv- 
ing in German homes 
and have

Czechoslovakia. Six of them gave 
affidavits to the prosecution which 
will be offered as evidence during 
the trial.

The Doctor

Plenty of nourishing food is gi- 


ven to patients with typhoid fever. 
Before the modern method of feed- 
ing was started, they-were under- 
fed. 


In typhoid fever, the small in- 


testine and occasionally, the large 
intestine, is ulcerated as the result 
of an infection by a special germ. 
The lymph glands, which drain the 
small intestine, become enlarged 
and the spleen increases greatly in 
size. 


Patients with typhoid fever usu- 


ally become ill gradually. 
They 


complain of nose bleeds, headache, 
cough and fever. Fever rpmains up 
for 10 days to two weeks, after 
which it gradually returns to nor- 
mal. 


Patients with typhoid fever re- 


quire sufficient food to keep their 
weight up to normal in the pres- 
ence of fever. Extra food makes 
the disease milder and shortens 
convalescence. Extra calories also 
lessen complications. 


The average typhoid 
patient 


should cat three to four thousand 
calories a day, depending on his 
height and weight. Food should be 
liquid or soft, 
and 
preferably 


sweetened with extra sugar. 


Menu of a typhoid victim inclu- 


des pasteurized milk, cream, well- 
cooked cereals, fruit juices, stew- 
ed fruits, soups thickened with rice 
or barley, soft-boiled, poached or 
soft scrambled eggs, toast 
and 


crackers. Finely-cnoppcd meat and 
scraped beef are given early in 
convalescence. 


A variety of desserts are on the 


patient's menu, 
such 
as 
cust- 


ard, ice cream, gelatin, bread pud- 
ding, junkets and jellies. Malted 
milK, milk shakes, eggnog and co- 
coa are on the beverage list. 


Patients Not Hungry 
Typhoid fever patients usually 


are not hungry, so that attractive 
menus must be provided. When the 
temperature has been normal for 
a week, tender meats, bacon, min- 
ced chicken and flaked fish are 
given. 


As typhoid fever is often unrecog- 


nized until the infection has become 
well established, excessive weight 
loss may occur before the impor- 
tance of extra feeding is realized. 
Too great an effort should not be 
made to bring the patient's weight 
back to normal, quickly, if he |s 
making satisfactory progress,

ellort spent on bed-making, Miss 
Mary Liixon, home demonstration 
agent reminds, home-planners. 


Making beds by pullrnan-portcr 


methods is too strenuous for many 
woman, but is unavoidable 
with 


some of the new space-saving bed 
arrangements, she points out. At 
least 18 inches clear space around 
three sides of the bed is needed 
for convenience in making. 
If a 


bed must stand in a corner or 
alcove, it should be equipped with 
good ball-bearing casters so that it 
can be rolled out for making or 
for cleaning the room. 


The heignt of beds is also im- 


portant for convenient making. The 
higher beds of a generation ago had 
at least one advantage — they could 
be made without stooping. Beds 
that stand 20' to 24 inches from 
the floor require much less effort 
to make than the newer low beds. 
Moreover, higher beds are handier 
when caring for a sick member 
of the family. The height of hos- 
pital beds is good evidence of this.

Possible to Have 
Fresh Vegetables 
Until Christmas 


It may be possible to have fresh 


vegetables until Christmas 
by 


transplanting certain ones in 
a 


cold irame or hot bed just before 
frost is expected, says Miss Mary 
Dixon, home demonstration agent. 
Cabbage, carrots, Chinese cabbage, 
head lettuce and other types ot 
storage vegetables should be lifted 
from the tall garden, tops and all, 
and transplanted as close together 
as possible in the frame or bed for 
protection Irom frost, she explain- 
ed. 


There are a few vegetables which 


can still be grown in the fall gar- 
den with success, although 
the 


fall planting season is almost past. 
Turnips, carrots, kale, lettuce, rad- 
ishes and spinach will yield fresh 
vegetables long after tne normal 
season is past. They are cool wea- 
ther crops that mature in '25 to 50 
days. In Hempstead county there 
is still enough growing 
weather 


before the average killing 
frost 


date to permit satisfactory growth 
and production.

The Doctor 
Says:

Plenty of nourishing food is gi- 


ven to patients with typhoid fever. 
Before the modern method of feed- 
ing was started, they-were under- 
fed. 


In typhoid fever, the small in- 


testine and occasionally, the large 
intestine, is ulcerated as the result 
of an infection by a special germ. 
The lymph glands, which drain the 
small intestine, become enlarged 
and the spleen increases greatly in 
size. 


Patients with typhoid fever usu- 


ally become ill gradually. 
They 


complain of nose bleeds, headache, 
cough and fever. Fever rpmains up 
for 10 days to two weeks, after 
which it gradually returns to nor- 
mal. 


Patients with typhoid fever re- 


quire sufficient food to keep their 
weight up to normal in the pres- 
ence of fever. Extra food makes 
the disease milder and shortens 
convalescence. Extra calories also 
lessen complications. 


The average typhoid 
patient 


should cat three to four thousand 
calories a day, depending on his 
height and weight. Food should be 
liquid or soft, 
and 
preferably 


sweetened with extra sugar. 


Menu of a typhoid victim inclu- 


des pasteurized milk, cream, well- 
cooked cereals, fruit juices, stew- 
ed fruits, soups thickened with rice 
or barley, soft-boiled, poached or 
soft scrambled eggs, toast 
and 


crackers. Finely-cnoppcd meat and 
scraped beef are given early in 
convalescence. 


A variety of desserts are on the 


patient's menu, 
such 
as 
cust- 


ard, ice cream, gelatin, bread pud- 
ding, junkets and jellies. Malted 
milK, milk shakes, eggnog and co- 
coa are on the beverage list. 


Patients Not Hungry 
Typhoid fever patients usually 


are not hungry, so that attractive 
menus must be provided. When the 
temperature has been normal for 
a week, tender meats, bacon, min- 
ced chicken and flaked fish are 
given. 


As typhoid fever is often unrecog- 


nized until the infection has become 
well established, excessive weight 
loss may occur before the impor- 
tance of extra feeding is realized. 
Too great an effort should not be 
made to bring the patient's weight 
back to normal, quickly, if he |s 
making satisfactory progress,

The present trend toward smal- 


ler bedrooms, built-in doublebunks

save expense in building ajid furn- 
ishing but adds to the time and 
ellort spent on bed-making, Miss 
Mary Liixon, home demonstration 
agent reminds, home-planners. 


Making beds by pullrnan-portcr 


methods is too strenuous for many 
woman, but is unavoidable 
with 


some of the new space-saving bed 
arrangements, she points out. At 
least 18 inches clear space around 
three sides of the bed is needed 
for convenience in making. 
If a 


bed must stand in a corner or 
alcove, it should be equipped with 
good ball-bearing casters so that it 
can be rolled out for making or 
for cleaning the room. 


The heignt of beds is also im- 


portant for convenient making. The 
higher beds of a generation ago had 
at least one advantage — they could 
be made without stooping. Beds 
that stand 20' to 24 inches from 
the floor require much less effort 
to make than the newer low beds. 
Moreover, higher beds are handier 
when caring for a sick member 
of the family. The height of hos- 
pital beds is good evidence of this.

Possible to Have 
Fresh Vegetables 
Until Christmas 


It may be possible to have fresh 


vegetables until Christmas 
by 


transplanting certain ones in 
a 


cold irame or hot bed just before 
frost is expected, says Miss Mary 
Dixon, home demonstration agent. 
Cabbage, carrots, Chinese cabbage, 
head lettuce and other types ot 
storage vegetables should be lifted 
from the tall garden, tops and all, 
and transplanted as close together 
as possible in the frame or bed for 
protection Irom frost, she explain- 
ed. 


There are a few vegetables which 


can still be grown in the fall gar- 
den with success, although 
the 


fall planting season is almost past. 
Turnips, carrots, kale, lettuce, rad- 
ishes and spinach will yield fresh 
vegetables long after tne normal 
season is past. They are cool wea- 
ther crops that mature in '25 to 50 
days. In Hempstead county there 
is still enough growing 
weather 


before the average killing 
frost 


date to permit satisfactory growth 
and production.

Plenty of nourishing food is gi- 


ven to patients with typhoid fever. 
Before the modern method of feed- 
ing was started, they-were under- 
fed. 


In typhoid fever, the small in- 


testine and occasionally, the large 
intestine, is ulcerated as the result 
of an infection by a special germ. 
The lymph glands, which drain the 
small intestine, become enlarged 
and the spleen increases greatly in 
size. 


Patients with typhoid fever usu- 


ally become ill gradually. 
They 


complain of nose bleeds, headache, 
cough and fever. Fever rpmains up 
for 10 days to two weeks, after 
which it gradually returns to nor- 
mal. 


Patients with typhoid fever re- 


quire sufficient food to keep their 
weight up to normal in the pres- 
ence of fever. Extra food makes 
the disease milder and shortens 
convalescence. Extra calories also 
lessen complications. 


The average typhoid 
patient 


should cat three to four thousand 
calories a day, depending on his 
height and weight. Food should be 
liquid or soft, 
and 
preferably 


sweetened with extra sugar. 


Menu of a typhoid victim inclu- 


des pasteurized milk, cream, well- 
cooked cereals, fruit juices, stew- 
ed fruits, soups thickened with rice 
or barley, soft-boiled, poached or 
soft scrambled eggs, toast 
and 


crackers. Finely-cnoppcd meat and 
scraped beef are given early in 
convalescence. 


A variety of desserts are on the 


patient's menu, 
such 
as 
cust- 


ard, ice cream, gelatin, bread pud- 
ding, junkets and jellies. Malted 
milK, milk shakes, eggnog and co- 
coa are on the beverage list. 


Patients Not Hungry 
Typhoid fever patients usually 


are not hungry, so that attractive 
menus must be provided. When the 
temperature has been normal for 
a week, tender meats, bacon, min- 
ced chicken and flaked fish are 
given. 


As typhoid fever is often unrecog- 


nized until the infection has become 
well established, excessive weight 
loss may occur before the impor- 
tance of extra feeding is realized. 
Too great an effort should not be 
made to bring the patient's weight 
back to normal, quickly, if he |s 
making satisfactory progress,

arrangements, she points out. At 
least 18 inches clear space around 
three sides of the bed is needed 
for convenience in making. 
If a 


bed must stand in a corner or 
alcove, it should be equipped with 
good ball-bearing casters so that it 
can be rolled out for making or 
for cleaning the room. 


The heignt of beds is also im- 


portant for convenient making. The 
higher beds of a generation ago had 
at least one advantage — they could 
be made without stooping. Beds 
that stand 20' to 24 inches from 
the floor require much less effort 
to make than the newer low beds. 
Moreover, higher beds are handier 
when caring for a sick member 
of the family.

Possible to Have 
Fresh Vegetables 
Until Christmas 


It may be possible to have fresh 


vegetables until Christmas 
by 


transplanting certain ones in 
a 


cold irame or hot bed just before 
frost is expected, says Miss Mary 
Dixon, home demonstration agent. 
Cabbage, carrots, Chinese cabbage, 
head lettuce and other types ot 
storage vegetables should be lifted 
from the tall garden, tops and all, 
and transplanted as close together 
as possible in the frame or bed for 
protection Irom frost, she explain- 
ed. 


There are a few vegetables which 


can still be grown in the fall gar- 
den with success, although 
the 


fall planting season is almost past. 
Turnips, carrots, kale, lettuce, rad- 
ishes and spinach will yield fresh 
vegetables long after tne normal 
season is past. They are cool wea- 
ther crops that mature in '25 to 50 
days. In Hempstead county there 
is still enough growing 
weather 


before the average killing 
frost 


date to permit satisfactory growth 
and production.

The Doctor

Plenty of nourishing food is gi- 


ven to patients with typhoid fever. 
Before the modern method of feed- 
ing was started, they-were under- 
fed. 


In typhoid fever, the small in- 


testine and occasionally, the large 
intestine, is ulcerated as the result 
of an infection by a special germ. 
The lymph glands, which drain the 
small intestine, become enlarged 
and the spleen increases greatly in 
size. 


Patients with typhoid fever usu- 


ally become ill gradually. 
They 


complain of nose bleeds, headache, 
cough and fever. Fever rpmains up 
for 10 days to two weeks, after 
which it gradually returns to nor- 
mal. 


Patients with typhoid fever re- 


quire sufficient food to keep their 
weight up to normal in the pres- 
ence of fever. Extra food makes 
the disease milder and shortens 
convalescence. Extra calories also 
lessen complications. 


The average typhoid 
patient 


should cat three to four thousand 
calories a day, depending on his 
height and weight. Food should be 
liquid or soft, 
and 
preferably 


sweetened with extra sugar. 


Menu of a typhoid victim inclu- 


des pasteurized milk, cream, well- 
cooked cereals, fruit juices, stew- 
ed fruits, soups thickened with rice 
or barley, soft-boiled, poached or 
soft scrambled eggs, toast 
and 


crackers. Finely-cnoppcd meat and 
scraped beef are given early in 
convalescence. 


A variety of desserts are on the 


patient's menu, 
such 
as 
cust- 


ard, ice cream, gelatin, bread pud- 
ding, junkets and jellies. Malted 
milK, milk shakes, eggnog and co- 
coa are on the beverage list. 


Patients Not Hungry 
Typhoid fever patients usually 


are not hungry, so that attractive 
menus must be provided. When the 
temperature has been normal for 
a week, tender meats, bacon, min- 
ced chicken and flaked fish are 
given. 


As typhoid fever is often unrecog- 


nized until the infection has become 
well established, excessive weight 
loss may occur before the impor- 
tance of extra feeding is realized. 
Too great an effort should not be 
made to bring the patient's weight 
back to normal, quickly, if he |s 
making satisfactory progress,

ishing but adds to the time and 
ellort spent on bed-making, Miss 
Mary Liixon, home demonstration 
agent reminds, home-planners. 


Making beds by pullrnan-portcr 


methods is too strenuous for many 
woman, but is unavoidable 
with 


some of the new space-saving bed 
arrangements, she points out. At 
least 18 inches clear space around 
three sides of the bed is needed 
for convenience in making. 
If a 


bed must stand in a corner or 
alcove, it should be equipped with 
good ball-bearing casters so that it 
can be rolled out for making or 
for cleaning the room. 


The heignt of beds is also im- 


portant for convenient making. The 
higher beds of a generation ago had 
at least one advantage — they could 
be made without stooping. Beds 
that stand 20' to 24 inches from 
the floor require much less effort 
to make than the newer low beds. 
Moreover, higher beds are handier 
when caring for a sick member 
of the family. The height of hos- 
pital beds is good evidence of this.

Possible to Have

It may be possible to have fresh 


vegetables until Christmas 
by 


transplanting certain ones in 
a 


cold irame or hot bed just before 
frost is expected, says Miss Mary 
Dixon, home demonstration agent. 
Cabbage, carrots, Chinese cabbage, 
head lettuce and other types ot 
storage vegetables should be lifted 
from the tall garden, tops and all, 
and transplanted as close together 
as possible in the frame or bed for 
protection Irom frost, she explain- 
ed. 


There are a few vegetables which 


can still be grown in the fall gar- 
den with success, although 
the 


fall planting season is almost past. 
Turnips, carrots, kale, lettuce, rad- 
ishes and spinach will yield fresh 
vegetables long after tne normal 
season is past. They are cool wea- 
ther crops that mature in '25 to 50 
days. In Hempstead county there 
is still enough growing 
weather 


before the average killing 
frost 


date to permit satisfactory growth 
and production.

The Doctor 
Says:

Plenty of nourishing food is gi- 


ven to patients with typhoid fever. 
Before the modern method of feed- 
ing was started, they-were under- 
fed. 


In typhoid fever, the small in- 


testine and occasionally, the large 
intestine, is ulcerated as the result 
of an infection by a special germ. 
The lymph glands, which drain the 
small intestine, become enlarged 
and the spleen increases greatly in 
size. 


Patients with typhoid fever usu- 


ally become ill gradually. 
They 


complain of nose bleeds, headache, 
cough and fever. Fever rpmains up 
for 10 days to two weeks, after 
which it gradually returns to nor- 
mal. 


Patients with typhoid fever re- 


quire sufficient food to keep their 
weight up to normal in the pres- 
ence of fever. Extra food makes 
the disease milder and shortens 
convalescence. Extra calories also 
lessen complications. 


The average typhoid 
patient 


should cat three to four thousand 
calories a day, depending on his 
height and weight. Food should be 
liquid or soft, 
and 
preferably 


sweetened with extra sugar. 


Menu of a typhoid victim inclu- 


des pasteurized milk, cream, well- 
cooked cereals, fruit juices, stew- 
ed fruits, soups thickened with rice 
or barley, soft-boiled, poached or 
soft scrambled eggs, toast 
and 


crackers. Finely-cnoppcd meat and 
scraped beef are given early in 
convalescence. 


A variety of desserts are on the 


patient's menu, 
such 
as 
cust- 


ard, ice cream, gelatin, bread pud- 
ding, junkets and jellies. Malted 
milK, milk shakes, eggnog and co- 
coa are on the beverage list. 


Patients Not Hungry 
Typhoid fever patients usually 


are not hungry, so that attractive 
menus must be provided. When the 
temperature has been normal for 
a week, tender meats, bacon, min- 
ced chicken and flaked fish are 
given. 


As typhoid fever is often unrecog- 


nized until the infection has become 
well established, excessive weight 
loss may occur before the impor- 
tance of extra feeding is realized. 
Too great an effort should not be 
made to bring the patient's weight 
back to normal, quickly, if he |s 
making satisfactory progress,

The present trend toward smal- 


ler bedrooms, built-in doublebunks

save expense in building ajid furn- 
ishing but adds to the time and 
ellort spent on bed-making, Miss 
Mary Liixon, home demonstration 
agent reminds, home-planners. 


Making beds by pullrnan-portcr 


methods is too strenuous for many 
woman, but is unavoidable 
with 


some of the new space-saving bed 
arrangements, she points out. At 
least 18 inches clear space around 
three sides of the bed is needed 
for convenience in making. 
If a 


bed must stand in a corner or 
alcove, it should be equipped with 
good ball-bearing casters so that it 
can be rolled out for making or 
for cleaning the room. 


The heignt of beds is also im- 


portant for convenient making. The 
higher beds of a generation ago had 
at least one advantage — they could 
be made without stooping. Beds 
that stand 20' to 24 inches from 
the floor require much less effort 
to make than the newer low beds. 
Moreover, higher beds are handier 
when caring for a sick member 
of the family. The height of hos- 
pital beds is good evidence of this.

Possible to Have 
Fresh Vegetables 
Until Christmas 


It may be possible to have fresh 


vegetables until Christmas 
by 


transplanting certain ones in 
a 


cold irame or hot bed just before 
frost is expected, says Miss Mary 
Dixon, home demonstration agent. 
Cabbage, carrots, Chinese cabbage, 
head lettuce and other types ot 
storage vegetables should be lifted 
from the tall garden, tops and all, 
and transplanted as close together 
as possible in the frame or bed for 
protection Irom frost, she explain- 
ed. 


There are a few vegetables which 


can still be grown in the fall gar- 
den with success, although 
the 


fall planting season is almost past. 
Turnips, carrots, kale, lettuce, rad- 
ishes and spinach will yield fresh 
vegetables long after tne normal 
season is past. They are cool wea- 
ther crops that mature in '25 to 50 
days. In Hempstead county there 
is still enough growing 
weather 


before the average killing 
frost 


date to permit satisfactory growth 
and production.

The Doctor

Plenty of nourishing food is gi- 


ven to patients with typhoid fever. 
Before the modern method of feed- 
ing was started, they-were under- 
fed. 


In typhoid fever, the small in- 


testine and occasionally, the large 
intestine, is ulcerated as the result 
of an infection by a special germ. 
The lymph glands, which drain the 
small intestine, become enlarged 
and the spleen increases greatly in 
size. 


Patients with typhoid fever usu- 


ally become ill gradually. 
They 


complain of nose bleeds, headache, 
cough and fever. Fever rpmains up 
for 10 days to two weeks, after 
which it gradually returns to nor- 
mal. 


Patients with typhoid fever re- 


quire sufficient food to keep their 
weight up to normal in the pres- 
ence of fever. Extra food makes 
the disease milder and shortens 
convalescence. Extra calories also 
lessen complications. 


The average typhoid 
patient 


should cat three to four thousand 
calories a day, depending on his 
height and weight. Food should be 
liquid or soft, 
and 
preferably 


sweetened with extra sugar. 


Menu of a typhoid victim inclu- 


des pasteurized milk, cream, well- 
cooked cereals, fruit juices, stew- 
ed fruits, soups thickened with rice 
or barley, soft-boiled, poached or 
soft scrambled eggs, toast 
and 


crackers. Finely-cnoppcd meat and 
scraped beef are given early in 
convalescence. 


A variety of desserts are on the 


patient's menu, 
such 
as 
cust- 


ard, ice cream, gelatin, bread pud- 
ding, junkets and jellies. Malted 
milK, milk shakes, eggnog and co- 
coa are on the beverage list. 


Patients Not Hungry 
Typhoid fever patients usually 


are not hungry, so that attractive 
menus must be provided. When the 
temperature has been normal for 
a week, tender meats, bacon, min- 
ced chicken and flaked fish are 
given. 


As typhoid fever is often unrecog- 


nized until the infection has become 
well established, excessive weight 
loss may occur before the impor- 
tance of extra feeding is realized. 
Too great an effort should not be 
made to bring the patient's weight 
back to normal, quickly, if he |s 
making satisfactory progress,

Doubledeckers 
for Children 
Save Expenses 


QUESTION: A mau 57 years old 


The present trend toward smal- 


ler bedrooms, built-in doublebunks 
i'or 
children and lower beds may 


save expense in building ajid furn- 
ishing but adds to the time and 
ellort spent on bed-making, Miss 
Mary Liixon, home demonstration 
agent reminds, home-planners. 


Making beds by pullrnan-portcr 


methods is too strenuous for many 
woman, but is unavoidable 
with 


some of the new space-saving bed 
arrangements, she points out. At 
least 18 inches clear space around 
three sides of the bed is needed 
for convenience in making. 
If a 


bed must stand in a corner or 
alcove, it should be equipped with 
good ball-bearing casters so that it 
can be rolled out for making or 
for cleaning the room. 


The heignt of beds is also im- 


portant for convenient making. The 
higher beds of a generation ago had 
at least one advantage — they could 
be made without stooping. Beds 
that stand 20' to 24 inches from 
the floor require much less effort 
to make than the newer low beds. 
Moreover, higher beds are handier 
when caring for a sick member 
of the family.

Possible to Have 
Fresh Vegetables 
Until Christmas 


It may be possible to have fresh 


vegetables until Christmas 
by 


transplanting certain ones in 
a 


cold irame or hot bed just before 
frost is expected, says Miss Mary 
Dixon, home demonstration agent. 
Cabbage, carrots, Chinese cabbage, 
head lettuce and other types ot 
storage vegetables should be lifted 
from the tall garden, tops and all, 
and transplanted as close together 
as possible in the frame or bed for 
protection Irom frost, she explain- 
ed. 


There are a few vegetables which 


can still be grown in the fall gar- 
den with success, although 
the 


fall planting season is almost past. 
Turnips, carrots, kale, lettuce, rad- 
ishes and spinach will yield fresh 
vegetables long after tne normal 
season is past. They are cool wea- 
ther crops that mature in '25 to 50 
days. In Hempstead county there 
is still enough growing 
weather 


before the average killing 
frost 


date to permit satisfactory growth 
and production.

much bread as they order 
and 


picks up the unsold loaves the fol- 
lowing day, with the grocers pay- 
in e only for the bread they sold 


The paper quoted the baker as 


saying that a bakery cannot af 
ord to halt consignment selling o 
ford to halt consignment selling o 
its ow, because there is too much 
pressure from grocers ad because 
of competitiin from other bakeries. 


Another baker told the Democrat 


he thought'-the estimate of 25,00* 
pounds of bread being dumped here 
each week a trifle high and 
ob- 


served: "You cannot call it com- 
pletely a waste because the bread 
is going into meat and this left- 
over bread eaten by hogs is prob- 
ably saving other grains that they 
would have to have." 


A third baker told the paper his 


company had discontinued the con

The baker, who declined use of 


his name, was quoted as saying he 
thinks the government is attacking 
from the wrong angle 
—that it 


the grain 
conservation program 


should reinstate the wartime pro- 
hibition against consignment sell- 
ing of bread. 


Under the consignment system^! 


a baker places with food stores as 
much bread as they order 
and 


picks up the unsold loaves the fol- 
lowing day, with the grocers pay- 
in e only for the bread they sold 


The paper quoted the baker as 


saying that a bakery cannot af 
ord to halt consignment selling o 
ford to halt consignment selling o 
its ow, because there is too much 
pressure from grocers ad because 
of competitiin from other bakeries. 


Another baker told the Democrat 


he thought'-the estimate of 25,00* 
pounds of bread being dumped here 
each week a trifle high and 
ob- 


served: "You cannot call it com- 
pletely a waste because the bread 
is going into meat and this left- 
over bread eaten by hogs is prob- 
ably saving other grains that they 
would have to have." 


A third baker told the paper his 


company had discontinued the con

its ow, because there is too much 
pressure from grocers ad because 
of competitiin from other bakeries. 


Another baker told the Democrat 


he thought'-the estimate of 25,00*

pletely a waste because the bread 
is going into meat and this left- 
over bread eaten by hogs is prob- 
ably saving other grains that they 
would have to have."

its ow, because there is too much 
pressure from grocers ad because 
of competitiin from other bakeries.

Arkansas congressman is a resi-

The decision affirmed

ment of the Sebastian circuit court 
n the case of Congressman Fadjo 
Cravens of Fort 
Smith 
against 
Stale Revenue Commissioner Otho 
A. Cook. The lower court had held 
Cravens liable for payment of state 
'ncome taxes for the years 1940-44, 
nclusivc. Cravens, 
representative 


of the fourth Arkansas congression- 
al district, said he brought the suit 
on behalf of many Arkansans em- 
ployed in Washington as a 
test 


The amount of tax claimed by 


.he revenue department was not 
questioned, 
Representative 
Crav- 
ens stipulating that .if th tax was 
due 
he 
amount 
claimed 
was 


proper. 
The Arkansas income lax act de- 


tines a resident as "any person 
domiciled in the state of Arkansas 
and any other person who main- 
tains a permanent place, of abode 
and spends in the aggregate more 
than six months of the taxable year 
within the state." 


Cravens contended that he and 


many 
Arkansans 
employed 
in 


Washingon, although 
legal 
resi- 


dcnls o£ Arkansas, mainlained a 
"place of abode" in Ihe 
national 


capital,

months of each tax year there and 
earn no part of their income with- 
in the state, and, thus, wihin he 
meaning of the income lax acl are 
non-residents for income tax pur- 
poses.

.f they do not clear the highest 
joint of Ihe roof by at least two 
feet. 


7. Build 
flues 
and 
chimneys

thick walls, laying brick on side 
-not on edge. 
8. Protect wood parts of building

— Three wingmates of M a j. Ken- 
neth B. Smith, 33, of Boise, Ida., 
said today they pleaded with him 
by radio to use his parachute, but 
that he plunged to a flaming death 
in his P-47 Thunderbolt rather than 
let the unguided plane crash-.into 
this town's residential section. 


Smith made Ihe snap judgment 


yesterday with the cool decision he 
had used to bring down six Ger- 
mans during his 126 missions as a 
World War II combat pilot. 


The three pilots who were flying 


behind the major at 9,000 feet on 
a routine mission from Dow Field, 
Bangor, Me., said a puff of black 
smoke suddenly burst 
from 
the 


engine of his plane, the craft sloped 
into a dive and began to spin. 


Calling to him by radio, his three 


wingmates pleaded with him to use 
his parachute and jump to safety. 
They received no response. Smith 
obviously was too busy struggling 
with the conlrols, for Ihe plane be 
gan lo come oul of Ihe spin as it 
plunged earthward toward the cen- 
ter of the town. 


At first, it seemed to watchers 


on the ground, the plane 
would 


smash directly into the 
business 
district It lifted and headed 
to- 


ward a group ' of houses, 
then 


turned toward an open place. 


When it 
became 
obvious 
the 


plane was not going lo slrike any 
buildings, 
the 
townspeople saw 


Smith clamber out of the cockpit 
of the fighter and move out on the 
wing. But by that time the plane 
was loo low. It was too late, to 
jump. 


The plane's motor was still spuU 


tcring as it crashed into the rocky 
bed of a dry stream. It burst into 
flames. The vacant space was less 
lhan 100 feel square surrounded by 
houses.
